The men of the Second Divi- 
sion, fighting as a unit for the 
first time in Korea, pinched off 
the supply line to the enemy 
bridgehead, and all but envyel- 
oped the estimated regiment of 

orth Korean troops in the 
Hyonpung pocket 16 miles south- 
west of Taegu. Tanks, planes and 
artillery supported the attack. 

Maj. Gen. Laurence B. Keiser’s 
Second Division arrived in Korea 
almost a month ago. It has had 
units in action on both the Nak- 
tong and northeast fronts at vari- 
ous times. 

The division now is fighting 
along the front where the United 
States Twenty-fourth Division 
and the First Marine Brigade re- 
cently cleaned out big Chan- 
gnyong bridgehead the elbow 
of the Naktong about 15 miles 
south ‘of the scene of the new 
battle. 

The Communists in the last 
week have built up the Hyon- 
pung bridgehead to an estimated 
6000 men. : 

The attack began before noon. 
after an intense artillery barrage. 

“They ran from us,” said Capt. 
John L. Blackwell of Abilene, 
Téx., who led an assault up a 
ridge. “They would not fight.” 

Capt. Blackwell said American 
medium tanks and infantry “shot 
everything that moved” and 
fighter planes were “hurting them 
plenty.”

DETROIT, Aug. 25 (AP)—In a 
move unprecedented in the auto 
industry, Chrysler Corp. and the 
CIQ-United Auto ‘Workers an- 
nounced today they had negotiat- 
ed a minimum 10-cent hourly pay 
rise for all of Chrysler’s 120,000 
employes. 

Chrysler said the surprise 
move was worked out at the 
UAW’s request because of the ris- 
ing cost of living since their 
three-year contract was signed 
last May 4. 

Hourly wages in the auto indus- 
try currently average somewhere 
bétween $1.65 and $1.68. Chrys- 
ler’s wage rate before today’s in- 
crease was believed by usually 
well informed sources to be $1.65. 

The company estimated the to- 
tal cost at about $25,000,000 year- 
ly. Both union and management 
joined in a press conference to 
announce the new increase. 

It was a sharp contrast with 
the bitter 100-day strike that led 
up to the signing of a three-year 


contract last May. At that time 
‘union negotiators estimated their 


gains at 11 to 12 cents an hour. 

The wage increase announge- 
ment came today as an estimated 
20,000 Chrysler workers stayed 
away from their jobs in minor 
disputes hinging around working 
conditions. 

About 93,000 hourly rated work- 
ers will get a flat 10 cents an 
hour boost. Some 7000 skilled 
employes will get that and an 
additional five cents an hour. 
About 20,000 salaried employes 
will get 7 per cent increases, with 
a minimum of $17.50 more a 
month.

Immediately before the Secur- 
ity Council met, with the prospect 
that Soviet Delegate Jacob. A. 
Malik would back Communist 
China’s demand that the United 
States withdraw its forces from 
the Formosan theater, United 
States Delegate Warren R. Austin 
announced the American position 
in a letter to U.N. Secretary Gen- 
eral Trygve Lie. , 

“The United States,” said the 
letter, which_was circulated to all 
Security Council members, “would 
welcome U.N. consideration of the 
case of Formosa. We would ap- 
prove full U.N. investigation here 
or on the spot. We believe that 
U.N. consideration would contrib- 
ute to a peaceful, rather than a 
forcible solution of that problem.” 

No Immediate Move. 

A United States spokesman said 
the American delegation would 
make no immediate move to inau- 
gurate a U.N. investigation. He 
added, however, that if Malik 
raised the charge by Peiping’s 
Foreign Minister, Chou En-lai, re- 
garding the presence of the Unit- 
ed States Seventh Fleet in For- 
mosan waters, the United States 
would insist that Austin’s letter to 
Lie be read to the Security Coun- 
cil at the same time. 

Replying to Chou’s charge of 
American aggression in Formosa, 
Austin said the United States had

NEW YORK, Aug. 25—A make- 
shift raft on which a boy and 
girl were drifting in the East 


river yesterday was blown back 
to the Brooklyn shore by the 
draft from the propeller of a 
police helicopter. 

The plane, hovering 10 feet 
above the water, its 37-foot blade 
whirling, generated enough wind 
velocity—about 30 miles an hour 
—to push the raft more than 100 
feet, although the operation was 
carried out against the tide. 

The plane’s pilot, Patrolman 
Harold W. Behrens, and the co- 
pilot, Patrolman Kenneth Johns- 
ton, said they used a new rescue 
technique developed by the police 
aviation bureau.

She 
told them slie decided to break 
with her family after “an argu- 
ment with my father over plans 
for the future—all he was inter- 
ested in was money.” 

She said her father wanted her 
to make a personal tour while she 
is anxious to return to Somerset 
High School to enter her junior 
year. Boudakian is athletic coach 
at the school. 

“As far as her mother and I are 
concerned she can stay away for 
ever,” France said. “We did the 
very best we could for her.” 

France denied today he wanted 
Shirley May to make a personal 
tour instead of returning to 
school in September. 

France said his daughter 
showed her first “resentment” 
while training in England this 
summer for her second channel 
attempt. She also had failed in an 
attempt last year. Her attitude, he 
added, caused him to return home 
ill. 

“I was just excess baggage,” 
he said.

IN AUG. 1-15 PERIOD 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (UP) 
—Retail food prices fell about 
three-tenths of 1 per cent in the 
first half of August, the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics estimated to- 
day. 

The BLS based its report on 
retail prices of 25 foods in 13 
large cities, including St. Louis. 
It estimated the same trend for 
56 large cities. 

BLS said seasonally lower re- 
tail prices for many fresh fruits 
and vegetables, especially. toma- 
toes, and cheaper round steak and 
bread, more than offset price in- 
creases for most other foods be- 
tween July 31 and Aug. 15. How- 
ever most meat prices were going 


mp. as were butter, eggs and cof- 
ee. 

The retail food price index for 
56 large cities was estimated at 
209 on Aug. 15. The 1935-39 aver- 
age is counted as 100. 

The Aug. 15 food price index 
was one-half of 1 per cent lower 
than that of July 15, but about 
2 per cent higher than June 15, 
before shooting began in Korea. 
It was 3.5 per cent under the rec- 
ord high of July 1948, 

Cities besides St. Louis in the 
special food price survey were 
Boston, Buffalo, Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Los Angeles, New York, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Rich- 
mond, San Francisco and Wash- 
ington.

Saturday might well be a national holiday for 


women. It marks the thirtieth anniversary of 
the proclamation of the Nineteenth Amendment, 
the woman's suffrage amendment. Yet we hear 
no clamor for a celebration. On the contrary, 
the date seems to have been made the occasion 
for discussing the sad plight of the contempo- 
rary American female. Has woman surfrage, 
then, been a disappointment’ 

Perhaps, since in the 70-year battle for its 
adoption, it became a symbol for much more 
than could be accomplished by any political de- 


' vice. It came to stand for just about everything 


the right to own property, the privilege of . 
: smoking a cigarette in public. 


Women have made innumerable advances. 
Almost. all important universities now admit 
them. Many careers are open to them, especially 
in business and the sciences. Even the armed 
services have found places for them. Laws have 
been revised for their benefit. Restraints have 
been stricken down. Yet women wonder whether 
they are happier than in those seemingly simple 
days of the suffragette parades. 

It is more difficult to estimate the political 
results of the Nineteenth Amendment. Women’s 


votes are not counted separately. But the aroma 


of politics is not much sweeter, nor much more 
sour, than it was 30 years ago. One woman, 
Miss Frances Perkins, has served in the Cabi- 
net; six have reached the Senate, 41 have en- 
tered the House; others have filled lesser offices, 
elective and appointive. Frankly, the record is 
not too impressive. 
warned her followers: 


You will be disillusioned. You will find 
yourself in a political penumbra where most 
of the men are. If you stay long enough 
you will discover a little denser thing which

the franchise is the League of Women Voters. 


It has done fine work in political education, in 
clarifying issues, in pointing the need for re- 
forms. But it has shunned party politics like 
the plague. We respect the League too much 
to wish it to transform itself into a political 
organization. But it does take political organi- 
zations to win elections. This goes for men, too. 
As for women’s non-political complaintse— 
those which center about job, and home, and 
social life—many of them also can be, and are, 
made by men. Maybe Mildred Adams put her 
finger on the trouble when, in The New York 
Times Magazine, she said: : 
Women, like men, are caught in the ob- 
scure mechanisms of an industrial civiliza- 
tion which values them not as poets or 
idealists or dreamers, or even ‘as creators of 
a new race—not in any of the functions 
which engage the heart and the imagination 
as well as the mind—but as workers and 
consumers. ... Whatever else she may do 
on a non-economic plane, whether it be 
working for the United Nations or planting 
cannas to beautify the community center, is 
secondary. 


If this is true, all of us, women and men, 
should be making more room among the im- 
portant things of life for “the functions which 
engage the heart and the imagination.” 
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No Way to Save 


Congress toyed with the idea of a National 
Science Foundation for five years before approv- 
ing it last spring, and now a new way has been 
found to stall this obviously necessary project. 
The House Appropriations Committee refuses 
to approve funds for it. 

For a long time the proposal was bottled up 
in the Rules Committee, where some Republicans 
and Southern Democrats thought the science bill 
was a good item on which to save money. Is 
that what the appropriations committeemen also 
think? What they are “saving” is only $475,000, 
and there are big pork barrel items in which 
economy would look better. 

The committee members’ excuse for inaction 
is that the science foundation “will not provide 
early aid to our defense effort.” 

The idea that intricate weapons of defense 
can be produced without basic research is folly, 
and 80 is the idea that basic research ought to 
have immediate results. If the appropriations 
committee’s Iogic had been applied in World 
War II, there would have been no Manhattan 
Project, because it did not promise “early aid 
to our defense effort,” and there would have been 
no atomic bomb—at least not in this country. 

Science helped to win the last war for the 
United States. In Korea now, the technical 
superiority of American weapons has helped 
match superior numbers of,enemy troops. And 
as President Truman said in signing the Na- 
tional Science Foundation bill, “our ability to 
survive and grow as a nation depends to a very 
large degree upon our scientific progress.” 

This is a remarkably inappropriate time for 
any congressional committeemen to starve scien- 
tific research. 
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Up From Quarantine 

Maybe it comes under the head of free pub- 
licity, but it’s impossible to resist a few lines on 
the arrival of the French Line’s Liberte in New 
York.

In the far less tense days of 1946, 
when there was no war emergency, A. F. Whit- 
ney and Alvanley Johnston found out that a na- 
tional railroad strike cannot succeed. Kennedy 
will learn that, too, if he goes too far. He may 
also learn that threats of a strike which cannot 
be carried out are not usually the best labor 
statesmanship. 


Ten Years After Trotsky 


Ten years ago this month Leon Trotsky Was 
assassinated in Mexico City. Though Commu- 
nists were suspected of the murder, this has not 
been established. It certainly could be for- 
gotten now except for the ironic twists that fol- 
lowed Trotsky’s dispute with Josef Stalin. 

With Lenin, Trotsky was a chief architect of 
the Russian revolution. He was officially damned 
when Stalin rose to power later, and the doc- 
trinal root of their quarrel was just this: Stalin 
preached the consolidation of socialist power in 
one country—Russia. Trotsky accused Stalin of 
betraying the world revolution. : 

This dispute makes little sense today, seen in 
the context of Korea, the Balkans or Eastern 
Germany. Instead of consolidating socialism in 
Russia, the Kremlin has decided that Soviet 
methods are now for export, with bayonets. . And 
it is stranger still that the one man most. often 
accused of “Trotskyism” today is named Tito. 
What has Tito done to deserve this Stalinist 
epithet? Why, he has tried to consolidate so- 
cialism in one country——Yugoslavia. 

These contrasts are enough to indicate that 
doctrine was by no means the fundamental ex- 
planation of the Trotsky affair. It was a power 
fight; there was room in the Kremlin for only 
one of the two. Stalin took it. ‘Thereafter 
Soviet doctrine followed its corkscrew path, on 
one point being constant.

The noose of 1930 transportation facilities is 
choking St. Louis in 1950. Almost daily streets 
and highways in this area are becorling more 
crowded, and for too many years nothing has 
been done about it. : 

Now there is more talk, talk of widening Lind- 
bergh boulevard between St. Charles and Clay- 
ton roads, of building a main thoroughfare to 
connect United States Highway 66 with the 
downtown area, of making Jefferson avenue into 
an important artery leading north. 

Each of these projects is badly needed. The 
existing three lanes of LindberBh boulevard in 
the area where widening is being considered 
are little better, but far more dangerous, than 
two lanes.

Despite the tremendous expansion of South- 
west St. Louis and adjacent portions of St. Louis 
county, no new arteries have been built to link 
that area with downtown St. Louis, and existing 
thoroughfares are badly over-crowded. 

Mafing Jefferson avenue more adequate would 
provide a badly needed north-south artery be- 
tween Kingshighway and the Twelfth boulevard- 
North Florissant avenue system. 

Until last June 25, loosening the noose of 
inadequate arteries was a matter of convehience 
and economic welfare in this area. Now it is 
also a matter of national defense, for fast trans- 
portation is essential for efficient production.

Vishinsky that they have decided 
to authorize and equip forces in 
western Germany similar to those 
in eastern Germany, though, of 
course, three times as large, since 
western Germany has about three 
times as many people who need 
to be policed and protected. 

Since this would be following 
the precedent established by the 
U.S.S.R. in its zone, the Western 
Allies could say to Mr. Vishinsky 
that they know he will regard 
their decision as conforming to 
the Potsdam agreement. 

They should, however, add that 
since the existence of two German

French Crook Satire 


“FRIC-FRAC,” which opens tomorrow at the ART THEA- 
TER, is a French satire on the crook film, which, while 
slap-dash and haphazard at times, is pretty delightful and 
entertaining most of the way. It is played with great gusto 

by an expert trio—that master clown, Fern- 
andel, as a jeweler’s clerk who is selected 
by a couple of crooks as their dupe to pave 
the ‘way for a robbery of his employer's 
shop; Arletty,.. personification of mature, 
fronically witty sex, who sets out to lure 
him away from the path of righteousness; 
and Michel Simon, as a dumb safe-cracker. 

There is a thorough examination of crook slang, with 
the Parisian version translated into English (‘fric-frac,” for 
instance, means a burglary). The enticement of the victim is 
so light-heartedly done it almost runs into burlesque, with 
some outspoken dialogue on an outing scene that might make 
a censor blush and startle others used to Hollywood restric- 
tions, But it is so gayly Gallic thateit isnot vulgar, but, 
rather, adroit; and that wise, amused look of the cozening 
Arletty is something that no dialogue could express. The satire 
runs into such situations as the victim, visiting the crooks’ 
hangow,, mistaking detectives about to raid the place for 
criminal characters; the safe-cracker getting drunk with him 
and swearing an undying brotherly love while tying him up; 
then. staggering off to the burglary and forgetting to bring © 
the fuel for the acetylene torch. 

This is thin enough so that if the flavor were soured 
by less expert rendering it could easily become crude; but, 
with just the right touch, it’s thoroughly amusing. 


The Unlovable Mr. Cagney 


There is certainly nothing tongue-in-cheek about Mr. 
James Cagney’s film approach to crime. In “KISS TOMOR- 
ROW GOODBYE,” at the ST. LOUIS, he is a typical Cagney 
gangster, a tough little monster, spitting hate and venom, sa- 

distic, elemental, a miniature tornado of 

violence. 
One must bow to Cagney’s peculiar genius 
—no matter how hateful or poisonous his 
character, he seems to have the audience 
with him. Here he somehow manages to 
shift the onus to a crooked police inspector, 
strongly played by Ward Bond; round and 
round we go, in a welter of violence, murder, robbery 
and double-cross, and out comes the grimacing face of 
Cagney on top as the arresting character, with the poor police, 
represented by Mr. Bond, whether you like it*or not, as just 
as evil but not quite as cunning. James is certainly no help to 
law and order, but he has, undeniably, a talent for gripping 

entertainment. 

This follows the substance of the novel by Horace McCoy, 

but loses some of the realism by whitewashing a gun-moll, 
played by Barbara Payton, and makirig the screwball daughter 
of a rich man, Cagney’s other flame, into a rational, cultured 
creature. However, when Cagney and, Bond get together in 
the same pit, the low-level conniving seems genuine—it pro- 
vides the same horrible fascination as watching a couple of 
rattlers fight it out to the death.

About The Word “Either” 


6¢¢ ITHER” is a most disturb- 
7 ing word for the reason 
that it has two opposite 
meanings: (1) the one AND the 
other; (2) the one OR the other. 
We are more accustomed to 
“either” as meaning “the one OR 
the other,” that is, a choice be- 
tween alternatives, as; To take 
either one; either be quiet or 
leave the room; either one will 
be satisfactory. | 
Thus, it is disturbing to use 
“either” in the other meaning, 
as, “candles at either end of the 
table.” It gives us the confusing 
thought of candles which move 


fitfully and constantly.from cone 
end of the table to the other. 


If you were asked the question, 
“Are there houses on either side 
of the street?” You could give 
four answers: (1) Yes, there are 
houses on the left side only; (2) 
Yes, there are houses on the right 
side only; (3) Yes, there are 
houses on both sides; (4) No, there 
are houses on neither one side 
nor the other. 

Now here is a common-sense 
way out of the difficulty. Since 
we have no other word express- 
ing the idea of “the one OR 
the other,” let us use “either” 
in that sense- only. The other 
meaning can be accurately ex- 
pressed by using “each” or 
“both,” thus: “There are candles 
at both ends of the table; trees 
grew on both sides of the river; 
rows of houses on each side of

a cheap initial meld for the 

paradoxical reason that your 
hand is too good. Such a hand 
may be one with several pairs in 
it. A hand full of pairs is excel- 
lent for getting the pack, during 
the early stages when it is frozen. 
It is no better for getting a pack 
that is not frozen, so you have 
little to gain by making the initial 
meld and unfreezing the pack. 

Here is what happened to the 
hand shown here yesterday: 


After discardmmg, you held only 
one unmatched card, the four. 
Now you have drawn a four, so 
you have only pairs. 

You could make the initial 
meld, for you need only 50; but 
your hand is so good that you 
would rather hold as many cards 
as possible, and not waste even 
the three cards it would take for 
your meld. So you decide to post- 
pone melding and merely discard. 

Discard what? It goes against 
the grain to let a wild card go, 
when there is no reason to freeze 
the pack. It also goes against the 
grain to break up a pair. But you 
must do one or the other. 

With such a good hand you 
may reasonably expect to get the 
pack ahead of any other player. 
If you could be sure of getting 
it, you wouldn't mind 
the wild card. It would come back 
to you later, to aid you in making 
canastas. But you can’t be 100 
per cent sure of getting the pack, 
of course, and if you lose it you 


don’t want to lose the wild card. 
So you reluctantly decide to 
break a pair. 

The next question is, which 
pair? “Normal” play is to save 
high cards and throw low ones. 
But it is not a normal situation 
when you have a pair of every 
low rank. Within the next two or 
three rounds, at worst, your right- 
hand opponent is pretty sure to 


throw a low card, Save all your’ 


low pairs and the pack is yours 
when he does. So you depart from 
normal practice and throw a king. 
Unless it gives the pack ‘to your 
left-hand opponent this time, 
which is unlikely, it will win the 
pack for you the time after. 
QUESTION: Under what cir- 


cumstances may the initial meld ’ 


be made and discard pile taken 
with a single matching card and 
a wild card on that same turn? 

ANSWER: None. For the part- 
nership’s first meld, the discard 
pilé may be taken only with two 
matching cards. This applies even 
if the player is able to make the 
full amount of the initial meld 
entirely from his hand, or if the 
partnership requires “no niini- 
mum” by reason of being minus 
on the score.

We don’t seem to be able to 
deal with dependent people, and 
that is why I have always been 
anxious to see us admit Alaska 
and Hawaii as states. Once they 
are an integral part of our coun- 
try we will have a completely dif- 
ferent attitude toward them and 
their inhabitants. They will be 
fully represented in Congress and 
,no other state’s interests will be

O, the poor Indian, is not going to be poor much longer, pro- 
vided he belongs to the right Indian tribe. 
Today, the right tribe happens to be the Utes of Utah and 


Colorado, who have been awarded $31,700,000 by the United States 
Court of Claims as indemnity for rich oil and coal lands wrested 


from them by force 70 years ago. 


Nor are the Utes the only In- 
dians to be so reimbursed. A few 
months earlier the Court of 
Claims had decided that the Gov- 
ernment owed $16,515,000 to four 
salmon-eating tribes along the 
timbered Oregon seacoast. These 
are the Tillamooks, Coquilles, 
Chetcos and Too-Too-To-Neys. 

Precisely what does it mean 
when financial judgments of this 
size ‘are granted a tribe in lieu 
of past wrongs? 

To begin with, assessment of 
damages by the Court of Claims 
is an important step, but only the 
first step. Congress then must 
appropriate the money. In the case 


of the Oregon Indians, Congress 


has disputed the amount of the 
$16,515,000 judgment. The deci- 
sion of the Court of Claims may 
reach the Supreme Court of the 
United States for eventual deter- 
mination. 

Some of the Congressional in- 
dignation stems from the fact that 
so little of the sum is principal 
and so much of it interest. 

The Court of Claims decided 
that 2,775,000 acres were illegally 
seized from the Indians in 1855. 
The Court decided the land at 
that time was worth $1.20 an acre. 
This made its price $3,300,000. All 
the rest of the amount—approxi- 
mately $13,000,000 — is interest 
which allegedly has accrued on 
the debt during 95 years. 

The Ute judgment of $31,700,- 
000, awarded late in July, may 
have to go through this same 
legal process before any coin of 
the realm ever leaves the United 
States Treasury and heads in the 
direction of southern Colorado. 

Contrary to general impres- 
sion, the money does not go to in- 
dividual members of the lucky 
tribe. If a grant for long-dead 
wrongs is comparatively small, the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs may let 
it be divided up among the tribal 
families. This policy applies to 
sums which might amount to no 
more than $500 per person. 

However, there are only 3000 
Utes. Each would receive approxi- 
mately $10,000 were the award 
to be split among them. The Ore- 
gon coastal tribes number less 
than 1500 members, so each of 
them would get more than $10,000 
if the $16,515,000 judgment went 
into individual bank accounts. 

Col. E. Morgan Pryse, regional 
director of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, believes the Indians 
would be open to exploitation 
should the money go to them per- 
sonally. 


“Every Get-Rich-Quick Walling- 
ford in the land would descend 
on these Indians,” points out Col. 
Pryse, “ready to sell them useless 
gadgets, worthless real estate and 
all kinds of fake health devices 
and nostrums. A few addicted to 
alcoholism might leave a fortune 
in the unscrupulous hands of 
liquor dealers who did not mind 
preying on a grave human weak- 
ness.” 

Col. Pryse explains that the 
policy of the Government is to 
invest the judgment, should it be 
substantial, in what he describes 
as a “tribal program.” 

In the case of the Utes, in arid 
Colorado, this could be an irriga- 
tion project to make their agri- 
cultural lands more fruitful. In 
the instance of the Tillamooks 
and the Too-Too-To-Neys, in for- 
ested Oregon, it could be a num- 
ber of portable sawmills to cut 
lumber both for local use and for 
sale in the open market. 

“Over the long pull,” adds the 
Indian Affairs official, “this 
would enrich each family far more 
than if the money were handed 
out in a lump sum. Income of this 
sort can be used for swimming 
pools, playgrounds, roads, ware- 
houses, seed purchases and all 
kinds of other things which con- 
tribute to the wealth and pros- 
perity of a community.” 

The Interior Department al- 
ready has decided that the $31,- 
700,000 awarded to the Utes will 
be spent, when Congress finally 
makes the funds available, for 
such facilities as new schoo! build- 
ings, hospitals, public health 
clinics and athletic fields.

HE Utes of 1950 are largely a 

farming people. They sow row 

crops and they herd beef cattle 
on the wide open spaces of the 
sagebrush range. Yet once they 
were a fierce and savage tribe 
which massacred troops and In- 
dian agents. When several mem- 
bers of Maj. John Wesley Pow- 
ell’s Grand Canyon expedition 
climbed out of the grim depths 
of the great gorge, they were tor- 
tured and killed by Utes. 

White men first wandered 
across the arid lands of the Ute 
tribe in quest of gold and silver. 
An Indian family along a creek 
with “colors” in its sands might 
be summarily wiped out from am- 
bush. Young squaws were im- 
pressed into being consorts for 
prospectors. European sportsmen 
of wealth would shoot two dozen 
buffalo between dawn and dusk, 
leaving the carcasses to rot and

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fester on the plains. 

Ute resentment grew. Renegade 
whites sold the Indians rifles in 
return for gold and hints where 
gold might be found. A warrior 
chief rose in the tribe. His name 
was Ouray and he could out-ma- 
neuver a regiment. Yet Ouray 
tried to keep his people at peace. 
He realized who would be the cer- 
tain winner in any contest be- 
tween the primitive Utes and the 
United States Army. 

But the Indians, goaded and 
infuriated by white depredations, 
finally broke loose. They killed 
Maj. Thornburgh, commanding at 
Fort Steele. Nathan C. Meeker, 
the Indian agent, was scalped and 
his wife and daughter carried off 
into a captivity of submission and 
torture. The Utes would have pil- 
laged further, but Ouray finally 
convinced them that they had 
done too much already.

HE leaders of the massacre 

_ were surrendered to the cav- 

alry, and the Ute chieftains 
went to Washington by train in 
1880. Greatly impressed by the 
vast industrial might of eastern 
United States, they ceded their 
11,000,000 acres of land to Presi- 
dent Rutherford B. Hayes and his 
government. It is this vast tract 
for which the $31,7000,000. in in- 
demnities would pay. 

Beture the troops rode west, 
guidons flying, the Utes had never 
cultivated the soil. They were not 
grain Indians. They lived on fish 
and game. Indeed, it angered 
them when agents from Washing- 
ton suggested that the plow and 
pitchfork could be more valuable 
implements than a rifle or ash 
bow. 

The Utes of 1950, by contrast, 
are a pastoral people. On their 
reservations in Utah and Colorado 
they have turned the upland des- 
ert into a farming paradise. Irri- 
gation dams and canals have 
helped accomplish the miracle. 
Apples, corn and Thanksgiving 
turkeys are among the leading 
products. Some of the acreage is 
worked by white lessees, the rest 
by the Indians themselves. 

Yet despite this material pros- 
perity, the Utes have had full en- 
joyment of civil rights only re- 
cently. They did not vote until 
1944 in Colorado. Previously they 
had been denied access to the 
ballot box by a ruling of the Col- 
orado attorney general, who held 
that Indians were not full-fledged

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A stern siruggie over Indian 
rights is looming in the Alaska 
statehood bill, now before the 
United States Senate after pas- 
sage by the House of Representa- 
tives. Oliver La Farge, noted 
novelist who is president of the 
Association on American Indian 
Affairs, maintains that the meas- 
ure deprives Alaska’s tribes of 
their ancient land rights. On 
some of this land grows the most 
valuable pulp timber under the 
American flag.

West of course ruffed, and his 
natural return was the ten of 
clubs. Dummy’s jack forced East's 
queen, and South ruffed. Declarer 
now entered dummy with a trump 
and carefully led the club king 
through East, who of course cov- 
ered to prevent a discard. Now 
South simply ran off every 
trump—and hoped! 

His hope was realized. West, 
most unfortunately for his side, 
had both the nine and the eight 
of clubs, and he also had the 
spade stopper. When South 
cashed the last trump, West had 
this unpleasant choice: He could 
reduce to two spades, letting de- 
clarer cash all three of dummy’s 
spades, or West could give up his 
last club and watch dummy's 
club six ‘take the fulfilJing trick! 

South did a fine job bv trans- 
ferring the high club from the 
East to the West hand, since it 
was only West who could be 
squeezed, but it is worth noting 
that the contract could have been 
beaten, simply by East’s returning 
a spade at the second trick, and 
another spade at his next oppor- 
tunity.
